fYext] Tehran, April /--Iran's recent victory over Iraq has had its impact 
in the Middle East and the Gulf area. 


Soon after Iraq's defeat, King Hussein of Jordan, Iraq's staunchest supporter, 
made an unexpected visit to Baghdad March 30 and 31. Hussein's visits were 
foliowed by Saudi Arabian Defense Minister Prince Sultan's visit to Baghdad 
April 3 for urgent consultations with lraqi President Saddam Hussein. It is 
no secret that Saudi Arabia has given Iraq billions of dollars to finance 

the country's war with Iran. 


in addition, Egyptian President Husni Mubarak chaired a three-hour cabinet 
meeting in Cairo to analyze the Gulf war. No details of the meeting are 
available, but Egyptian Defense Minister Abu Ghazali reportedly told 

U.S. officials during a recent visit to Washington that Il'gypt would inter- 
vene on the Traqi side "if the territorial integrity or security of Iraq 
is in danger." 


In other developments, the non-aligned movement's coordination bureau 
meeting that opened in Kuwait Tuesday was originally scheduled to discuss 
the Polestine problem and to tinish preparatory work for the non-aligned 
summit scheduled in Baghdad in September. But the meeting's focus has 
been directed at the Gulf war. 


here is speculation that a non-aligned mission may make another attempt to 
mediate the war, which could now invoive a third or more parties. However, 
the mission has been given no more chances of succeeding than its 

precedine peace efforts, observers said. 


Observers also said Lran seems to be interested in mediation even though it 
insists upon ending the war only on its terms. ILTranian Foreign Minister 
Ali Akbar Velayat! saftd Sunday that Tran has "no objection to a meeting of 








the non-aligned quadripartite committee to settle the Irani-Iraqi conflict 
and welcomed any neutral and objective effort which would take Tehran's 
position into account for an urgent selution to this war." 


But a diplomat here said the war is far from ending. "The Iraqis still have 
a Large chunk ot Tran's territory in their hands," he said. 


It is estimated that Iraq still occupies nearly 4,000 square kilometers of 
[ranian territory and despite heavy losses in the recent battle, Iraq stili 
is credited with superior air and artillery power. 


Military experts here estimated that for Iran to start another offensive 
similar to the recent successful one, it would need at least two months 

to stuckpile equipment and ammunition. Considering its present arms and 
lozistical supplies, the experts said it is doubtful Iran will soon launch 
another Large-scale offensive. 


(he experts pointed out that Iraq will probably Launch counter-attacks to 
recapture its lost positions and to regain its momentum in the war. 


This state of affairs could mean a long, drawn-out war, especially if the 
outcome is decided solely on warfronts, the experts said.

NETHERLANDS ' GOVERNMENT CRISIS 'DEEPENING'

[Text] The Hague, March 31 (XINHUA)--The Dutch Government crisis is 
deepening due to sharo differences existing among the ruling parties on 
government spending. 


Prime Minister Aidreas Van Agt said in mid-March that a failure to solve 

the problem of economic policy in the coming five or six weeks would mean 
that the government has proved itself incompetent and should, therefore, 

step down. 


After the general elections late last May, a coalition government came into 
being following three months of consultation among the various political 
parties. The cabinet, formed by the Christian Democratic Allianre, the 
Labour Party and Democrats (66), had ruled for five weeks when the 

prime minister handed in his resignation owing to disagreements on economic 
policy. Through mediation for over 20 days, agreement was finally reached 
and the crisis over. 


Less than four months had elapsed before differences reappeared on government 
spending. At the cabinet meeting on February 19, Joop Den Uyl, minister of 
social affairs and employment, (Laborite) requested the government to allocate 
an additional sum of one billion guilder (one U.S. dollar equals 2.6 guilder) 
to provide jobs for 19,000 people and part-time jobs for 30,000 others. 

But Fons Van Der Stee, minister of finance, (Christian Democrat) argued 

that the government had a huge deficit last year and the situation remained 
the same this year. Government expenditure should be cut by 4.5 billion 
guilder to reduce the deficit, he insisted. 


The sharpening contradictions between the two sides reflect the grave dilemma 
the Dutch economy faces. Up to the end of last month, the officially 
registered number of unemployed reached 500,000, the highest post-war figure 











and an increase of 150,000 over a year ago. Even the Den Uyl program cannot 
do much to alleviate the situation. On the other hand, the economic reces- 
sion has led to a drop in gove nment revenue through taxation and a huge 
tinancial deficit--25 billion guilder in the last fiscal year. The 

Van Der Stee program cannot make up for one-fifth of this deficit, still 
less the deficit in the current fiscal year. 


The March 24 provincial elections showed that the Labor Party lost nearly 
one-fourth of its seats while the Christian Democrats registered a slight 
increase. It is believed the results will further sharpen the differences 
betwee the two. The Labor Party, which promised to create jobs for 

60,000 people but has managed to do it for only 20,000, will feel greater 
pressure, and in order to regain the voters' confidence, it is expected to 
stick to its employment plan through an increase of spending to the sum of 
four billion guilder, while the Cl -istian Democrats, with a rising prestige, 
will cling to its plan on spending cuts. 


But neither of the two ruling parties, though locked in a fierce debate, is 
willing to shoulder the responsibility for a possible downfall of the 
cabinet. A solution to disagreements among the ruling parties remains to 
be seen.

U.S. VETOES UN DRAFT RESOLUTION ON CENTRAL AMERICA

[Text] United Nations, April 2 (XINHUA)--A draft resolution on the situation 
in Central America was vetoed by the United States at the Security Council 
when it concluded its deliberations of a complaint by Nicaragua today. 


Nicaragua requested the Security Council to discuss a possible U.S. invasion 
of the country last month. 


The vote was 12 in favour and 1 against (United States), with two abstentions 
(United Kingdom and Zaire). 


The resolution sponsored by Panama and Guyana appeals to all parties con- 
cerned "to have recourse to dialogue and negotiation, as contemplated in 
the charter." 


It reminds member states of their obligation to respect, in particular, the 
charter principles of non-intervention and non-interference in the domestic 
affairs of states; self-determination of peoples; non-use of force or threat 
of force; the territorial integrity and political independence of states; 
and the peaceful settlement of disputes. 


Explaining the negative vote, Charles Lichenstein (United States) said that 
the resolution had failed to identify certain key elements of the problem 

of Central America, a problem of intervention supported by forces both within 
and outside the hemisphere. 


So far as the United States was concerned, he added, the door was stiil open 
for bilateral and multilateral negotiations. 


Foreign Minister of Nicaragua Miguel d'‘Escoto reiterated his country's 


willingness to embark, as soon as possible, on a fruitful dialogue with 
the United States, with which it wished to maintain friendly relations.

"RENMIN RIBAO' CITES BERLINGUER'S REMARKS IN PARIS

{[Report: "Berlinguer Satisfied With Talks With French Socialist Party"] 


[Text] It is reported that on 1 April, Enrico Berlinguer, general secretary 
of the Italian Communist Party ended a 3-day visit to France at the invita- 
tion of the French Socialist Party. After his talks with French President 
Francois Mitterrand towards the end of his visit, he said to reporters that 
he was "very pleased" with the results of his talks with leaders of the 
French Socialist Party in Paris. 


He said that although the Italian communists and the French socialists differ 
somewhat widely in their views on certain problems, they have many common 
views. "If we want to find something on which the Italian Communist Party 
and the French Socialist Party share a common view," there is one particular 
issue. That is, both parties are of the opinion that "the traditional 
patterns are out of date." He said that during the historical period when 
"the developed countries unremittingly exploited the underdeveloped 
countries." It was possible for a social democratic party to push forward. 
But the "Liberation of the Third World" has deprived the social democrats 

of their arena of activities. He is of the opinion that "only by conscientious- 
ly improving the relations between the north and the south can we solve the 
problems we are faced with.” 


Berl.inguer pointed out that the "Soviet pattern" has already ceased to work 
in E.rope. Like the "pattern of the Social Democratic Party," the "Soviet 
pattern" is out of date. The Soviet Union is "committing a mistake" in 
forcing its "pattern" on other countries and this has been "one of the 
causes that has given rise to social upheavals" in those countries. 


He said that "despite the very long time of development that the Soviet Union 
has undergone," it has already sunk into a stagnant situation. Therefore, 

"it is absolutely necessary" to carry out a reform within the CPSU. However, 

he said, that "there are, as yet, no signs that the CPSU is making any 

progress in this direction." He also said, "We have also noticed that not 

only Soviet society, but also societies in those countries that are allies 

of the Soviet Union have entered into a period of stagnation and retrogression." 


Berlinguer is of the opinion that there will not be a "cessation" but rather 
"more heated polemics" between the Italian Communist Party and the CPSU.

FRG OUTLINES ITS BASIC NATO SUMMIT POSITION

[Text] Bonn, March 31 (XINHUA)--The West German Government worked out 

today its basic position it would take at the NATO summit to be held here 

in June. It demands that the NATO take at the meeting a policy of combining 
security with political cooperation and disarmament which is conducive 

to detente, as its basic position. 


Government spokesman Kurt Becker announced this to the press this afternoon 
following a cabinet meeting. 


According to Becker, Chancellor Helmut Schmidt made a summing up speech at 
the meeting. He said that in spite of reverses to detente, West Germany 
would stick to a long-term policy of economic exchanges with the East. 

It rejected the idea of a trade war between East and West and did not want 
a return to the cold war. 


Schmidt said the Warsaw Pact had further expanded its conventional arms 
superiority and the Soviet Union had obtained a parity with the U.S. in 
inter-continental ballistic missiles and "a marked superiority" in nuclear 
medium-range missiles in Europe. 


He stated that the aim of West Germany was to secure a balance of a [word 
indistinct] set at the lowest possible level and to realise the so-called 
"zero option" in the Geneva negotiations on nuclear medium-range missiles. 


Schmidt said that should the Geneva negotiations produce no results, the NATO 
would station U.S. medium-range missiles in Western Europe as planned. 


DPA in a dispatch said that Schmidt's speech was a reaction to the U.S. 
demand for pursuing a policy of strength in the relations between East 
and West. 
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NONALIGNED COORDINATION BUREAU ENDS CONFERENCE

[T xt} Kuwait, April 8 (XINHUA)--The non-aligned movement coordination 
bureau ended its extraordinary couference on Palestine here today with a 
sweeping condemnation of Israel and a call on the United States to review 
its Middle East policies. 


About 70 delegations led by foreign ministers or their representatives 
reaffirmed in a final communique their total and unconditional support 
for the struggle of the Palestinian people and the establishment of an 
independent sovereign state of Palestine. 


The delegates attending the three-day conference condemned Israel's recent 
repressive acts against the Palestinian people on the Israeli-occupied ‘and 
and called on all states and organizations to isolate Israel completely 

and to help end its illegal occupation of the Palestinian and Arab 
territories. 


The delegates held the United States responsible for supporting Israel with 
weapons and means of aggression, saying the '.S. aid encouraged the Isracli 
Zionist regime in its pursuic of a policy of aggression. They expressed 
the hope that the U.S. Government would review its policy and attitude in 

a positive and constructive way. 


They deplored the hostile attitude of the U.S. Government towards the 
Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO), a full member of the non-aligned 
movement, anc condemned the United States for misuse of its veto power 

at the United Nations Security Council. 


The U.S. vetoed two recent resolutions calling on Israel to rescind its 
annexation of the Syria's Golan Keights and its dismissal of Palestinian 
mayors in three towns of the occupied West Bank. 


The conference welcomed the positive attitude of some EEC countries and called 
on all c. er membcrs of the Community to recognize the inalienable rights 
of the Palestinian people. 


The non-aligned Kuwait conference was officially devoted to Palestine. But 
delegates had made determined efforts here to get Iran and Iraq to the negotiat- 
ing table to end their 19-month war. However, all the efforts to end the 

war had failed.

LCY SESSION TO HOLD 12TH CONGRESS IN JUNE

on the basis of equality in the international workers’ movement and the 
movement for progress." 


The session also decided to publish the draft documents of the 12th LCY 
Congress so that they can be discussed in the league organizations. 
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ROMANIA, TURKEY AGREE TO STRENGTHEN TIES

[Text] Bucharest, April 8 (XINHUA)--Romania and Turkey will draw closer 
their ties of friendship and work to promote cooperation between and 
among the Balkan states. 


This was pledged in a joint statement signed here today by Romanian 
President Nicolae Ceausescu and Turkish head of state General Kenan Evren. 


The statement, issued at the end of the Turkish leader's four-day visit 
here, said the two countries had signed an economic cooperation program 
and reached agreement on a ferry service between their Black Sea ports and 
on cooperation in the field of health and medicine. 


The two sides decided to adopt all necessary measures to expand bilateral 
trade. The volume of trade between the two countries has gotten a five- 
fold increase since 1975. 


The two nations stressed that their association with different military blocs 
should be no barrier to their cooperation in various fields. 


New efforts should be made to promote bilateral and multilateral cooperation 
in the Balkans and make the peninsula a zone of peace and good neighborhood. 
The two sides resolved to ensure the success of the Balkan meeting on energy 
and raw materials to be held in Bucharest later this year, the joint 
statement said. 
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INTERVIEW WITH SALVADORAN GUERRILLA LEADER

[Text] Beijing, April 2 (XINHUA)--Important sections of the population in 
El Salvador were excluded from the constituent assembly elections on 

March 28, presidenc of the Salvadoran Revolutionary Democratic Front 
Guillermo Ungo said recently. 


In an interview with XINHUA in Managua before the elections were held, Ungo 
also pointed out that the elections were to be held under conditions where 
the military still controlled the social and political life of the country. 
He added, "Only the extreme rightist parties representing the oligarchy and 
big capital can remain active and state their views, while the great majority 
of the people are being subjected to oppression, persecution and control 

and prevented from having access to the means of political participation." 


Under such circumstances, he said, the election would be one of a minority. 


Ungo pointed out that "the struggle of the Salvadoran people is one that has 
been going on for several decades, a struggle that has a leading internal 
cause--the oppression and exploitation of the majority by a minority." 

He said the internal conflicts in his country should be settled through 
"dialogues" between the two opposing sides. 


'We appeal for (international) support for our right to self-determination 
and would say no to outside factors making decisions for the Salvadoran 
people." 


He blamed the United States for giving more military aid to the ruling junta, 
saying such aid would only strengthen the extreme rightists in the armed 
forces. 


Ungo declared that the Salvadoran Revolutionary Democratic Front will adhere 
to a political line of non-alignment and maintain "extensive and friendly 
relations" with other countries irrespective of differences in political 
nature and ideology. 
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PANAMA TAKES OVER CANAL JURISDICTION FROM U.S.

[Text] Panama City, April 1 (XINHUA)--Fifty thousand Panamanians held a 
rally here today in celebration of their country's takeover of the 
administration of jurisdiction, police and prison in the ex-canal zone. 


President Aristides Royo and high-ranking officers of the National Guard 
attended the rally. 


On behalf of the government, Foreign Minister Jorge Illucea said the humiliat- 
ing situation of toreigners exercising legal jurisdiction in the ex-zone 

has ended at last. For the first time after 48 decades of colonial rule, 
Panama now acquires full jurisdiction over the full extension of its terri- 
tory, he added. He said his country requests the United States to respect 

its rights by faithrully implementing and justly dealing with the new 

treaty on the canal. 


The representative of the National Guard said the National Guard and its 
commander will ensure that the Panamanian people achieve complete victory. 


The representative of the Federation of Panamanian Students said this is a 
victory for several generations. But, he said, vigilance must be sharpened 
so that the new treaty can be fully implemented. 


Towards the end of the rally, President Royo expressed gratitude to the people 
of various countries and international organizations for the support and 
assistance they have given to the Panamanian people in their struggle for 

the restoration of their sovereignty. 


The first U.S. police unit in Panama, founded in 1904, had been controlling

The communique says respect for independence, sovereignty and territorial 
integrity, and equality and non-intervention, principles contained in the 
1955 Belgrade declaration and in other documents signed between the top 
leaders of the two countries constitute an irreplaceable and lasting basis 
for smooth and stable relations between the two countries. 


Despite the differences on some international questions that are known to all, 
the two countries believe that frequent dialogues at a high level play an 
important role in the development of mutual understanding in their relations, 
the communique says. 


Both countries are determined to further develop on the basis of equality 


and mutual benefit their cooperation in the economic, scientific, cultural 
and other fields, the communique adds.

NATO AWACS SQUADRON--Bonn, March 31 (XINHUA)--West Germany today officially 
opened an air base at Teveren, in the vicinity of Geilenkirchen, to house 
NATO's squadron of airborne warning and control system (AWACS) radar planes. 
The relevent documents which will go into effect as from April 1, were 

signed by Lieutenant General Sommerhoff, vice inspector general of the air 
force of the West German Federal Defence Forces, and Lieutenant General 
Gariboldi, deputy chief of staff of the Supreme Headquarters of Allied Powers 
in Europe. The Teveren air base with a 3,200-meter-long runway was rebuilt 
in two years at the cost of 200 million marks. All the 18 AWACS radar 

planes ordered by NATO will be mainly based there to detect military moves 

of the Soviet Union and the Warsaw Treaty Organization. The first AWACS plane 
was reportedly flown there last February.

MUNICIPAL OFFICIAL SAYS PARTY MUST HALT WASTE, MISUSE OF INTELLECTUAL TALENT

{Text ] GUANGMING RIBAO has initiated a discussion on the development of 
intellectual power and on matters concerning manpower. This is something 
deemed absolutely necessary. I also want to discuss what I have in mind. 


1) As the readjustment of the national economy is underway, it appears 
absolutely necessary to back it up with a reorganization of intellectual power. 
In the course of economic readjustment, the first consideration must be given 
to revamping the structure of industry and production and the organizational 
Structure. But this must be done in a way that takes into consideration the 
changes that have occurred in the structure and circulation of intellectual 
power. Although our country has begun to pay attention to the development 

and cultivation of intellectual power, it still has a long way to go in 
realizing its goal in this direction. Although today we have paid attention 
to wasteful practices by many sectors of the economy, the waste of manpower 
and intellectual power has been ignored. The problem concerning the restruc- 
turing of intellectual power is nothing new, since it can be traced back to 
the history of our revolution in many ways. Before liberation, when our party 
devoted itself mainly to military struggle, a large number of outstanding 
cadres were transferred to work for the military department and were ordered 
to go to the frontline of war. Shortly after the founding of the PRC, another 
large number of outstanding cadres were selected to fill positions in the 
economic sector. After the victory of the October Revolution in Russia, Lenin 
once issued a call to mobilize comrades to join the commercial sector in the 
Soviet Union. This virtually constituted a reapportionment of intellectual 
power. 


2) First, an observation of the situation in Shanghai reveals that although 
our specialized personnel still cannot live up to our expectations quantita- 
tively and qualitatively, and although they are in short demand, a large number 
of specialized personnel have been wasted in a state of enforced idleness in 
work or have been transferred to fronts where they are not urgently needed. 














Second, today we have found the structure of intellectual power lagging behind 
the requirements for revamping the structure of industry. For example, although 
the Shanghai Bureau of Handicraft Industry is a department which will greatly 
expand, its scientific and technological personnel constitute only 1 percent 
of its entire work force. Although light industry is another department which 
will greatly expand, its scientific and technological personnel make up only 
3.3 percent of its work force. But scientific and technological personnel 
constitute 20 percent of the work force in some other sectors of the economy. 
Why can't we make some adjustments in this area? Apart from such quantitative 
Statistics, there is a great disparity in terms of quality of personnel between 
tne higher and lower level units. Thus far, no technicians are available for 
the leading bodies otf the 10 Shanghai suburban counties, because the county 
party committees can find no way to obtain agricultural technicians for them. 
While scientific and technological personnel are still concentrated in the 
city, how many of them have actually been transferred to the agricultural 
sector or the countryside? It must be pointed out that this state of personnel 
distribution can in no way meet the requirement to develop agriculture on a 
grand scale. Although we have imported technology from abroad, Shanghai does 
not yet appear ready to equip its export and import department with a strong 
technical force capabie of absorbing, digesting, and disseminating foreign 
technology, despite the fact that its production sector has begun to pay 
attention to the operation of equipment imported from abroad. 


Third, no etforts have been made thus far to draw as much as possible on 
experiences and lessons we have acquired over the past 30 years as a basis for 
conscientiously rectifying the way in which intellectual power is developed 

and trained. In other words, no vigorous efforts have been made in this direc- 
tion. This attitude is inconsistent with our party's guiding ideology. At 
present, the status of personnel in Shanghai is indicated by the fact that 
Shanghai needs more managers, whose numbers are not comparable to those inter- 
ested in natural science; it now faces an acute shortage of personnel devoted 
to studying plans from the broad point of view--personnel whose numbers can- 
not be compared to those interested in studying plans from the narrow point 

of view. As a matter of fact, the greatest economic frustrations and waste 
that our country has sustained for years have been caused by projections from 
the broad point of view rather than from the narrow point of view [as published]. 
Our fault lies in the fact that we have devoted too little energy to compre- 
hensive research on scientific and technological problems from the broad point 
of view, and because we have failed to formulate our decisions on economic 
policy in a way that takes into full consideration scientific and technological 
factors. What we need today is a large number of personnel specializing in 
projections from the broad-range point of view, and talented persons with a 
broader range of knowledge. Schools must take swift steps to change their 
current methods of education and training by which certain specialized material 
is overdivided or presented from a narrowminded point of view. 


Fourth, no efforts have thus far been made to fully tap the potential of brain 
power stored by the broad masses of workers. This has something to do with 

our policy on how to stimulate their enthusiasm. Thus far, for example, 
bonuses are not available to those who have come up with reasonable suggestions 
on small-scale inventions and innovations. Why can't we give incentives to 
those who are interested in small-scale inventions and innovations? Of course, 








small projects of this kind prove more fruitful if they are directed by 
scientists In their absence, nowever, the broad masses of workers can rely 

on their own efforts to carry them out, and can pool their wisdom for the pur- 
pose of improving many technological and technical processes. Shanghai was 
very active in this field in the past, when various plants and enterprises wefe 
enthusiastic about making reasonable suggestions and holding exhibitions.

Workable approaches of this kind should restored and developed. 


3) A resolution, once and for all, of the problem resulting from the develop- 
went and restructuring of intellectual power calls for a reform of the exist- 
ing economic management system in our country. To this end, the economic 
responsibility system must be enforced, iron bowls should not be allowed to 
exist, and the system of ownership by departments and localities should be 
reformed. Only by proceeding from this premise can we thoroughly reform our 
personnel management system. But it is clear that reforms in these two fields 
cannot possibly be fulfilled in a short period of time. For this reason, as 

a starting point in this direction, we must figure out a realistic but feasible 
Strategy that can expect the least opposition. In other words, we must endeavor 
to facilitate the flow of intellectual power in various ways, or to pool in- 
tellectual power for cooperative purposes in a way that will affect neither 

the positions held by involved personnel nor the relationships with their 
present employers. Cooperation of this type can take a close-knit form or a 
loosely organized form. For example, we can let the science, technology, and 
protuction sectors form a close association or let different units work 
togecher on certain projects of special interest and/or let them engage in 
economic cooperation. The personnel involved should be allowed to hold 
concurrent positions or to work elsewhere on a temporary basis. Meanwhile, 

a periodic service system should be put into effect on a trial basis. An 
example in this direction has been set by educators in Shanghai. A number 

ot teachers have been sent by Shanghai to spend 3 years helping to train 
-eachers in Qinghai and Tibet. Besides, we must consider allowing some units 
under the central authorities to make their services partly available to some 
localities under their specific plans. As long as everyone views the situation 
as a whole, this approach is workable. 


4) We can also take advantage of the "superior crossbreeding technique.” 

Some sectors of the economy and sectors of science and technology must be 
encouraged to learn from one another and must be allowed to exchange personnel. 
Comrades specializing in natural science should be allowed to work in the 
social science sector and assume ieadership positions in it. Comrades or 
economic experts should be allowed to work in natural science sector and take 
over its leading posts. If their desire is for transfer, we must readily 
welcome it as a good idea. Only in this way can we clear the way for close 
coordination between the two scientific sectors. 


Second, there should be exchanges of personnel between the sectors of industry 
ind of scientific research. As a result of such exchanges, factory directors 
can become directors of research institutes, while comrades from the research 
institutes can become factory directors. 


Third, there should be exchanges of personnel between party committees and 


political work departments on the one hand and administrative sections on tne 
thers. This notion of (the assumption of dual responsibilities was first 
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proposed by Qinghua University. It has recently been reaifirmed by the 
university. According to this proposal, research institutes can select some 
scientitic and technological personnel to assume the positions of secretaries 
of party branches, on condition that they are allowed to spend specific lengths 
of time doing research every day and to devote an additional period of time 
every year or every other year to honing their professional skills. Asa 
result of this arrangement, they will have a greater sense of security. 


5) There is no simple formula for resolving the aforementioned problems. 

For this reason, .n overall plan or a comprehensive arrangement must be made 

by party committees at all levels in order to tackle these problems. In the 
course of formulating plans for socioeconomic development and for the readjust- 
ment of the national economy, we must include the training of specialized per- 
sonnel and structural adjustments as integral parts of such pians. Meanwhile, 
the masses must be mobilized to make varicus departments and units understand 
the need to view the situation as a whole. As a matter of fact, some units 
have already come to understand that the transfer of personnel to and from 
their offices will benefit everyone. The approach initiated by Jiaotong 
University is an experience worthy of emulation. Thus far, it has allowed 

300 persons, over 50 percent of whom are assistant professors or lecturers, 

to leave the campus. This is an approach that has benefited not only those 
individual inve’ved but also the university itself. Since the tra.cier, many 
new talented people on campus have grown in strength, while those who have 

been transferred away from it have proved more capable than ever of doing the 
work of their choice. These specialized personnel have unanimously pointed 

out that as a result of their transfer from the university, where they had 
spent time sitting around idly doing nothing or doing something withcut merit, 
they are now in a better position to test their skills. Some people have 
described as a real problem our inability to raise the pay for technicians, 
especially those who are middle-aged, and to improve their standards of living. 
But we must also understand another important point buried deep in their hearts. 
fhis point is that they have found themselves unable to pursue careers that 

can put their professional skills to the best use, and that they have regarded 
this as a big headache in their lives. Our leading bodies at all levels must 
understand this state of mind on the part of these professionals. Although 

the vast numbers of Chinese intellectuals have lived in proverty for decades, 
the overwhelming majority of them have proved capable of overcoming difficulties 
in a cheerful and pioneering spirit of hard struggle. They have a strong sense 
of devotion to our cause, a sense of responsibility, a warm sense of love 

for their motherland, and an active spirit dedicated to socialist construction. 
This is something our nation should feel proud of. 


Premier Zhao Ziyang has repeatedly urged us to learn to create, accumulate, 

and exploit wealth. If we substitute the term talent in place of the term 
wealth in this sentence, it still makes sense to us. This means that we must 
equally stress the need to create, accumulate, and exploit talent. At present, 
a realistic and feasible approach is to graps the link in "accumulating talent" 
for the purpose of revitalizing the personnel management institution under the 
de facto system of ownership by departments anc units, to resolve the problem 
of circulation of personnel, and to make breakthroughs and change the current 
situation in which our widely scattered talented personnel still need to be 
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7 organized. We musi take concerted action and organize ourselves to 

idopt vurious ways to speed up the flow of intellectual power in all direc- 
tions through various channels. This approach to the circulation of intelilec- 
(ual power is a realistic and feasible measure that can produce quick results. 
it can be said that the benefit from the circulation of manpower and intellec- 
tual power is fourfold: it can benefit the nation, the contributing and 
recipient units, and the growth ot individuals involved and it is consistent 
with the ioliowing three principles: the principle governing econonic develop- 
ment, the principle governing tne development of science and technology, and 
the principle governing the growth of talented personnel. 


The short, successful resolution of the problem concerning the restructuring 
of intellectual power can serve to enhance the development of economic 
readjustment and can give further impetus to the development of science, 
technology, and economic and social programs along sound lines.

"GUANGMING RIBAO' URGES STRICTER PARTY DISCIPLINE

Required To Observe Law and Discipline Even More Strictly--Some Under- 
standings From Study Lenin's 'The Relationship Between Party Organs and 
Judicial-Investigation Organs '"] 


[Text] Amid the protracted revolutionary struggles and socialist construc- 
tion, the communist party members have brought into full play their roles 
as models in observing discipline and laws. They have won the people's 
praises and have carried forward the glorious traditions of our party. It 
is precisely for this reason that the cadres and masses both inside and 
outside the party find a small number of elements inside our party who 
corrupt the party work style and violate laws and discipline intolerably 
and hold that they must be dealt severe blows. Therefore, the CCP Central 
Committee's current proposal to resolutely deal blows at economic crimes 
and to strictly punish criminals inside the party according to law has 
immediately received the resolute support of the whole party and the people 
throughout the country. 


After the October Revolution, Lenin always attached great importance to this 
question in guiding ideological building and practical work. We can pro- 
toundly understand this point through the article "The Relationship Between 
Party Organs and Judicial-investigation Organs." 


On 16 June 1921, the Central Committee of the Russian Communist Party 
(Bolshevik) drew up a "notice on the relationship between party organs and 
judicial organs." The notice stipulated that communist party members could 
not be tried without the consent of the local party committees. This 
actually negated the independent jurisdiction of the judicial organs and 
gave the communist party members a special privilege of transcending the 
law. When Lenin saw the notice, he wrote two notes to Molotov and pointed 
out that the stipulations in the notice were "in my view... harmful" and 
"in my view... should be canceled." Lenin resolutely upheld the independent 
jurisdiction of the judicial organs. He pointed out: "Only when the case 
is submitted to the central authorities and is investigated by the central 
control commission should the party committee's ‘conclusion’ be consulted." 





Lenin specifically pointed out that the communist party members do not have 
any special privilege which transcends state laws, and it is necessary to 
eliminate the possibility of making use of the position of the ruling 

party to obtain lenient verdicts. He advocated that "the court should pass 
even stiffer verdicts on the communist party members" and that "communist 
party members should be punished three times more severely than the non- 
communist party members.” ("On the tasks of the council of people's 
commissars under the new economic policy") at the suggestion of Lenin, 

the Politbureau of the Russian Communist Party (Bolshevik) discussed the 
question and revised the notice. In the new notice "On the question of 

the relationship between party committees and judicial-investigation 
organs" promulgated by the central authorities at the beginning of 

January 1922, it was specifically stipulated that when party members 
committed a crime and were tried by civil or revolutionary courts, they 
should absolutely be given stiffer verdicts. 


At the beginning of 1922, when Lenin learned that the Moscow party committee 
had no more than one occasion tolerated the communist party members who 
committed crimes, he was very indignant. On 18 March, he wrote to the 
Politbureau and said indignantly: "This is extremely shameful and absurd: 
the ruling party shielded ‘its own' scoundrels!" He suggested to the 
Politbureau: 


"For its toleration of the communist party members... the Moscow party 
committee should be given a serious warning as a punishment." It should 
"reiterate to all provincial party committees that the central authorities 
will expel from the party all people who ever attempt to ‘exert influence’ 
on the court so as to alleviate the criminal responsibility of communist 
party members." It should "issue an order to the council of people's 
commissars... that the courts should inflict heavier punishment on party 
members than on nonparty members. All people's adjudicators and members 
of the council of people's commissars who do not carry out this stipula- 
tion should be dismissed from their offices." It should “instruct the 
presidium or the All-Russia Central Executive Committee to reprimand in 
strong terms in the newspapers the presidium of the Moscow Soviet." 
("Letter to the Politburo of the Russian Communist Party (Bolshevik) Central 
Committee") 


lenin's guiding thought that it is necessary to strictly handle communist 
party members who violate laws and discipline is completely correct. This 


is because: First, communist party members are the advanced elements of 
the proletariat, and we must set an even higher demand on them than on 
the ordinary masses. Communist party members should be models of taking 
the lead in observing state laws. If we do not severely punish party 


members who violate the law, we will not be able to educate the ordinary 
masses. Second, since the communist party is the ruling party, when 
communist party members make use of tne position of the ruling party to 
commit crimes, they will in an objective sense cause even greater harm 
to the party and the people. If we do not punish them severely, we will 
not be able to protect the interests of the party and the people. 








Some comrades might ask: In severely punishing communist party members 
who violate laws, are we violating the principle that all men are equal 
before the law? I hold that this practice will not only not violate the 
principle, but will also even better implement the principle. This 

is because, as everyone knows, one of the important reasons that we still 
cannot achieve equality of all men before the law is that some party members 
and cadres still have the special privileges to transcert the law. They 
can be exempted from legal sanctions when they violate the law. There 
are also some other party members and cadres who have made use of their 
tunctions and powers and tolerated and shielded some criminal elements. 
When these problems are solved and when we set strict demands on party 
members and cadres, we will really be able to achieve equality of all 

men before the law. 


Restudving these teachings professed by Lenin 60 years ago is of very great 
current significance for us in improving party leadership and further 
correcting party work style. At present, in dealing blows at the current 
economic crimes, we must first of all strictly handle the major economic 
crimes of party members and especially those party members who are leading 
cadres. Comrade Zhao Ziyang in fact specifically pointed out in last 
year's government work report: "All state personnel who participate in 
criminal activities must be strictly handled. It is forbidden to tolerate 
and abet evils.” As it is necessary to strictly handle state personnel 
who violate law and discipline, it goes without saying that party members 
and cadres should be severely punished for criminal actions. So long as 
we follow the teachings of Lenin and, while strengthening ideological 
education among the party members, straighten up party discipline and 
state laws and exercise even stricter discipline on them than on the 
ordinary masses, there will definitely be an ever greater improvement in 
our party work style.

At present, at meetings of the CCP Central Committee, including meetings of 
the Political Bureau and the Military Commission, hardly any of the senior 
central leaders dare to criticize Comrade Deng Xiaoping or express views 
different from his. If even the central leaders behave like this, super- 
vision by the party and the people is naturally out of the question. 


In the past, any sincere or just criticism of Chairman Mao was denounced as 
an antiparty, antisocialist and counterrevolutionary conspiratorial act. 

in those dark years, Gao Gang, Rao Shushi, Peng Dehuai, Liu Shaoqi, He Long, 
Chen Yi, Tao Zhu and many other party, government and army leaders were 
brutally attacked and persecuted by Chairman Mao because they had merely 
criticized or pointed out his mistakes and shortcomings. 








Although more than 5 years have passed since the death of Chairman Mao and 
the downfall of the "gang of four," the patriarchal system and style, 
under which the leader is regarded as holy and inviolable, still prevails. 
Some people continue to say that at present to a certain extent class 
struggle still exists and that it is imperative to heighten our vigilance 
against the words and actions of a small number of people aimed at 
undermining the prestige of central leading comrades. In other words, 
whoever dares criticize Comrade Deng Xiaoping today will be accused of 
undermining the prestige of the leader and opposing the central leadership 
and they will be denounced as class enemies.

[Text] In the course of preparing for the convocation of the 12th CCP Congress, 


many comrades, particularly the veteran comrades, request that all the 
problems left from history be solved at the 12th CCP Congress. This request 
is quite reasonable. These past mistakes should be corrected under the 
leadership of the party, government and army leaders of the older generation, 
and we must draw lessons from these mistakes so that we will not commit them 
again. However, some people among the central authorities have refused to 
solve the major historical problems such as the Yanan rectification campaign, 
the Gao-Rao antiparty alliance and the Lin Biao case. 


the Yanan rectification campaign is one of our party's historical problems. 
rorty years ago, at Chairman Mao's suggestion, Kang Sheng had launched this 
rectification campaign which seriously damaged the party and the revolution. 
in essence, it was the first large-scale political campaign to strike at 

and persecute party, government and army cadres. During the campaign, the 
whole party and the entire army were forced to submit themselves to the 
leader himself, accept patriarchal leadership and follow the practices 

of a feudal dynasty. 


During the Yanan rectification campaign, Kang Sheng and his ilk wilfully 
compiled evil reference materials and ruthlessly dragged out and struggled 
against party, government and army cadres who upheld the truth and adhered 
to the principle. Kang Sheng and his ilk said: a large number of special 
agents and counterrevolutionaries existed in the party, government and army. 
They asserted that in certain partv organs and PLA units, as many as 90 per- 
cent of the people there were hidden enemies. They ferociously said: We 
must hit them hard and fiercely, and never let a single suspect slip by. 

As a result, tens of thousands of outstanding party, government and army 


cadres were labeled "renegades," "special agents" and "counterrevolutionaries." 
Minv of them were forced to commit suicide. All these are the deplorable 
consequences olf the Yanan rectification campaign. 

Now, some people have suggested conducting a nationwide mass purge in the 


form of the Yanan rectification campaign. They also imitated Kang Sheng's 
tone saying: In the party, government and army, there remain many hidden 
enemies. They covertly resist and oppose the party's correct line. 








Not long ago, Comrade Deng Xiaoping said: More than half of the party members 
ave joined the party during the Cultural Revolution period, and the 
ijority of cadres got their promotions during that period. As for army 
cadres, the majority of them have been poisoned by Lin Biao to a varying 
degree. All these people are more or less problems. Those who have 
serious problems should be promptly expelled from the party, while those 
wio have some ordinary problems should be gradually relieved from their 
posts. That means to say that a large number of people have already been 
regarded as targets before investigations are conducted and the issue 
ot right or wrong is determined. Let us ask one question: What is the 
difference between this practice and Kang Sheng's principle to hit hard and 
fiercely and never let a single suspect slip by? Isn't this practice aimed 
it persecuting a large number of people who dare to hold different views 
and at forcing the whole party, the entire army and all the people through- 
out the country to submit themselves to the will of a single person? 
Obviously, all this is extremely dangerous to the whole party, the entire 
army and all the people throughout the country. We will never allow 
anyone to conduct a nationwide large-scale purge today like the Yanan 
rectification campaign. Therefore, the people have a good reason to request 
the l2th CCP Congress to correctly solve the historical problems including 
the Yanan rectification campaign so as to prevent us from committing similar 
mistakes again.

[Academic trends report on Yang Xianzhen's article "The Fate of Materialism": 
"Yang Xianzhen Makes Another Comment on ‘Identity of Thinking and Being'"] 


[Text] The No 1, 1982 issue of SHEHUI KEXUE ZHANXIAN [SOCIAL SCIENCE FRONT] 
carries Comrade Yang Xianzhen‘s article entitled "The Fate of Materialism." 
This article expounds some questions concerning the discussion of the 
"identity of thinking and being" and answers the questions raised by 
Comrade Wang Ruoshui in his article "The Fate of Dialectics" (which was 
carried in the No 3, 1981 issue of SHEHUI KEXUE ZHANXIAN, excerpts of which 
were also carried in the No 212 issue of this paper). 


The article holds that the questions concerning the discussion of the 
"identity of thinking and being" can be boiled down to one question, that is, 
the question of the fate of materialism. 


[fhe article says that the first question of the dispute over the "identity 
of thinking and being" is the meaning of this proposition in Hegel's 
philosophy. 


The article points out that although Hegel was a great dialectician, on 

the question of the "identity of thinking and being," he deviated from 
dialectics. In Hegel's philosophy, the "identity of thinking and being” 
meant the equation of these two. This is not only an idealist proposition, 
but also a metaphysical proposition. The article continues to prove this 
basic viewpoint from three aspects: first, in Hegel's philosophy, the 
being, which was established by thinking, and was called the "being in 
thinking" by Feuerbach, was but another name for thinking. It did not 
exist objectively and was not real. Marx called it "something of thoughts” 
and pointed out that it was "not something that really exists" but an 
abstract thought which "poses as perceptual knowledge, reality and life." 
in Hegel's philosophy, "there is no difference" between consciousness and 
objects. Second, Hegel did mention the difference between thinking and 
being in his philosophy. For example, he said: "There is not only identity 
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between subjective and objective, but also a difference." But in fact, 
the difference he mentioned, just as Marx pointed out, “is only correct 

in appearance but not in essence." The thinking and being, subjective 

and objective he mentioned were all different links in the logical develop- 
ment in Hegel's philosophy. This is why the difference is "correct in 
appearance." But in essence, there is "not" such a difference, because 
all of them belong to the category of spirit. In the final analysis, this 
difference is unreal. What is real is that there is no difference. The 
article asks, if the "difference in thinking" can form a dialectical unity 
between thinking and being, does it not mean that Berkeley's concepts 

and his "collection of concepts" can also form unity of differences? Does 
it not mean that the "central term" and the "opposite term" of machisn, 
the God of Christianity and the world he created, and all other idealist 
philosophic systems and religious doctrines also unexceptionally included 
the “noticeable dialectical thinking?" Third, Hegel did stress the 
"conerete identity” and criticized the metaphysical identity which did 

not include differences. However, in Hegel's philosophy, this identity 

oi dialectics was only applicable to the relationship between limited 
concepts and not applicable to the relationship between unlimited thinking 
and objective being. This is an example to show how the idealist system of 
Hegel stifled dialectics. 


The article says that the second question in the debate over "identity 
between thinking and being" is whether Marxist classics affirmed this 
proposition. After quoting as proof some expositions of Marx, Engels and 
Lenin as well as of Plekhanov and La Fargue on this proposition, the 
article points out that Marx, Engels, Lenin, Plekhanov and La Fargue had 
all negated the "identity of thinking and being." It points out: The 
logic in history has proved that it was for the purpose of opposing the 
agnostics and explaining that not only materialists but also thorough 
idealists advocated that the universe can be known that Engels quoted 
Hegel's idealist proposition of the "identity of thinking and being" in 
his "On Feuerbach" when he came to the second aspect of the fundamental 
question in philosophy. Not understanding why Engels had quoted Hegel, 
Comrade Wang Ruoshui thought that Engels meant to affirm this proposition 
of Hegel. It so happened that in his "Materialism and Empirio-Criticism," 
Lenin omitted the passage "in philosophic terms, this is called the 
identity of thinking and being" when he quoted Fngels, and immediately 
continued to sav that most philosophers had given a positive answer to 
this question. This is by no means "insignificant." 


The last part of the article expounds the historical background and 
immediate significance of the debate over the question of the "identity 
of thinking and being." 


lhe article does not agree with Comrade Wang Ruoshui in regarding the back- 
ground of this debate as being differences between Stalin and Mao Zedong 

in the philosophical fields. It holds that the debate over the “identity 
of thinking and being" can be divided into three phases. 








the first phase was from 1950 to October 1959. The debate took place 
between Comrade Yang Xianzhen and Comrade Ai Siqi when the first-group 
students in the Institute of Marxism-Leninism were studying "On Feuerbach." 
this debate did not stop until GUANGMING RIBAO carried an article on 

ll October 1959, which was written by Comrade Yu Shicheng to dispute 
Comrade Guo Yuezheng. The debate in this period was academic in nature. 
Comrade Wang Ruoshui said that the debate began in 1955, that is, the 

2d year after "On Contradiction" was criticized in the "Concise Dictionary 
of Philosophy.” This does not conform to the reality in history. 


The second phase of the debate started in 1959 when Comrade Yu Shicheng's 
article was reprinted in the Nos 11 to 12, 1959 issues of ZHEXUE YANJIU 
[PHILOSOPHY STUDY] with a publisher's note on the fall of the "gang of four." 
The nature of the debate in this period was political persecution. 

Comrade Wang Ruoshui said that this was an academic debate which embodied 
the spirit of “letting a hundred schools of thought contend" and that 
"neither side had put political labels onto the other." This is not true. 
the "toreword" Comrade Wang Ruoshui wrote in March 1965 for the second 
edition of the book "Marxist Epistemology Is Practice" was a representative 
work of putting political labels onto those who held different academic 
views. It said: "Several months after the publication of the first edition 
of this book, a great event occurred in the academic circles in our country, 
thet is, the open criticism of Comrade Yang Xianzhen's erroneous ideas." 

How could "open criticism" be called "equal contention?" It also said: 

"On this question, Comrade Wang Xianzhen's views show that he is standing 

on the other side to oppose Comrade Mao Zedong." "During the period of 
debating about the identity of thinking and being from 1959 to 1962, the 
modern revisionists and right opportunists were guided by the same views 

to oppose the three red banners. It is clear now that Comrade Yang Xianzhen's 
challenge to Mao Zedong Thought in theory was a reflection of the bourgeois 
political attacks against our party." The article holds that such wording 
is "opposing Comrade Mao Zedong," "challenge to Mao Zedong Tought," providing 
"nodern revisionists" and "right opportunists"” with a theoretical weapon, 
"opposing the three red banners," "reflection of the bourgeois political 
attacks against the party" and so forth can on no account be regarded as 
"equal contention.” As to the article "On the Essence of the Discussion 

of the Identity of Thinking and Being" written by Guan Feng and others 

under the penname of Sa Renxing, political iabels could easily be found 
everywhere. For example, it said that the purpose of opposing the “identity 
of thinking and being" was "negating the great leap forward" and "pouring 
cold water on the mass movement," that this was the "ideological basis of 
the right conservatism" and "a serious political mistake," and so on and 

.o forth. How could this be said to be "equal contention?" 


ihe third phase of the debate was after the fall of the "gang of four." The 
debate about the “identity of thinkinye and being" was restarted. In this 
debate, the nature of academic discussion was restored. But since the 
debate involves some contentious historical facts, it is inevitably "linked 
with politics." This is because the contentious historical facts were that 
those who advocated the "identity of thinking and being" had first "linked" 
‘he other side "with politics.” 

















lhe article also mentions the practical significance of the debate from 
1459 to 19/76. It holds that there were originally no differences between 
the two sides on the practical signiticance of the debate. Both sides 
said it had practical significance. For example, Comrade Wang Ruoshui 
said in June 1961 that after months of debate, "Its immediate significance 
can be more easily felt," that this debate was "by no means one about 
abstract theoretical problems, but one of practical significance." He 
said again in March 1965 that "the significance of this debate has become 
more obvious now."" Unexpectedly, however, last year, referring to the 
practical significance of this debate in his article "The Fate of 
Dialectics," Comrade Wang Ruoshui said that "the role it played, whether 
positive or negative, was not so important." This is really incomprehensible. 


ln order to answer the question of how to look upon the practical signi- 
ticance of this debate, the article continues to analyze Comrade Wang Ruoshui's 
article "The Genesis." It says that "The Genesis" was published in 

January 1959 at the high tide of the great leap forward and the peak of 

the deification movement. The theory of "combining the human and the deity 
into one," or, the identity of the human and the deity (which means the 

liuman and the deity are the same thing) was but a modern version of the 
ancient theory of "combining heaven and the human into one," according to 
which emperors were called "sons of heaven." The theory of "combining the 
human and the deity into one," however, was explained in two ways. On the 
one hand, deities were regarded as human beings, and on the other, human 
being were regarded as deities. Comrade Wang Ruoshui deified the human 

in the light of the spirit of the time of the "great leap forward" and proved 
in theory that when deities and human beings are combined, everything is 
created. In this way, he not only made a highly philosophical condensation 
ot the "great leap forward," but also prettified the idealist philosophical 
proposition of “identity of thinking and being" with a Chinese character and 
the color of theology. From this we can see that the discussion of the 
"identity of thinking and being" is actually of great practical significance. 


In conclusion the article points out that the road of the development of 
materialism is tortuous. It is necessary for us today to follow Lenin's 
teachings and hold high the fighting banner of materialism to resolutely 
expose and fight against idealism of various types so that the four basic 
principles can be upheld and the four modernizations can be realized. 

fhe article firmly believes that materialism is invincible and that we 
cannot do without it even for a moment.

CONSISTENCY OF PARTY POLICIES ON LITERATURE, ART EMPHASIZED

[Article by Zhao Xun [6392 1416]: ''The Consistency and Persistence of the 
Party's Principles and Policies With Regard to Literature and Art"] 


[Text] In the course of the study of the social trend in bourgeois liberali- 
zation, some comrades, because they lack correct understanding of the persis- 
tence and consistency of the party's principles and policies with regard to 
literature and art, consider that such policies are too changeable and there- 
fore hard to master. It appears to them that there is some contradiction 
between the criticism of the social trend in bourgeois liberalization and the 
opposition to "leftist" guiding ideology put forward since the 3d Plenary 
Session of the llth Party Central Committee; it appears to them that since 
the social trend in bourgeois liberalization is to be criticized, then it would 
be awkward to propose an ideological liberation movement any more, awkward to 
mention principles of letting a hundred flowers bloom and letting a hundred 
schools of thought contend any more, and awkward to suggest a vivid and flexi- 
le situation in literature and art any more. Most recently, Comrade Hu 
Qiaomu's speech at the forum on questions of the ideological front--"Current 
Questions on the Ideological Front''--was published in issue No 23 of HONGQI 
| RED FLAG]; I believe that this speech is very important; it provides succinct, 
thorough, and well-founded explanations and answers to the above questions with 
which everybody is concerned. 


Comrade Hu Qiaomu points out: "From now on, we cannot relax our criticism, 
correction and prevention of ‘leftist' mistakes. But neither the resolution 
of the 6th Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee nor the guiding 
principles of the central authorities since the 3d Plenary Session has pitted 
the correction of 'leftist' guiding ideology against opposition to the social 
trend in bourgeois liberalization. Both of these exist objectively and both 
endanger our socialist cause; we must carry out a struggle on the two fronts; 
we cannot maintain a policy of nonrecognition and nonintervention with respect 
to either. Furthermore, the struggles on these two fronts are mutually comple- 
mentary and supplementary."' In conjunction with the actual situation on the 
literary and art front, I have acquired the following points of understanding 
in my study of Comrade Hu Qiaomu's speech: 
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Ll. Concerning the criticism of the trend in bourgeois liberalization and the 
ideological Liberation movement. 


What is meant by ideological liberation? Comrade Hu Qiaomu says in his speech: 
"The party Central Committee holds that ideological liberation means first of 
all and in the main to liberate our cadres and masses from constraints of the 
leftist mistakes of the ‘cultural revolution' and the period prior to it, as 
well as from the constraints of the 'two whatevers,' and to return anew to the 
scientific course of Marxism and Mao Zedong Thought and to the fine traditions 
of proceeding from the actual situation and seeking truth from facts." This 
means, therefore, to return to the foundation of the four basic principles. 


The criterion for marking a clear boundary between ideological liberation and 
bourgeois liberalization Lies in our attitude toward the four basic principles: 
whether we support or oppose them, whetherwe abide by them or cast them off. 
Ideological liberation aims at breaking down the ideological constraints of 
backward, sterile concepts and apriorism as well as metaphysics which inhibit 
people's minds and hinder the advancement of history. With some comrades, it 
is obviously a case of their own subjective world being insulated from the ob- 
jective world, their own concepts, policies, views and works being out of step 
with, or even in contradiction to, revolutionary practice, the demands, wishes 
and will of the masses of the people; they somehow still insist on their past 
policies, approach and experience and are reluctant to change. This is ideo- 
logical petrification. The ideological liberation we advocate is intended pre- 
cisely to have such comrades liberated From the state of their ideological 
petrification. With what ideology are we going to guide this ideological li 
liberation movement? With what new concepts are we going to replace the obso- 
lete, old concepts? Naturally we cannot use the ideology of bourgeois liberal- 
ization; we can only use the ideology of Marxism. People with the ideology of 
bourgeois liberalization cannot make a distinction between Marxism and "left- 
ism'' remnant poison; they often criticize the correct viewpoints of Marxism as 
"leftist'’ stuff; that is bound to create ideological confusion. When these 
people are liberated from the fetters of backward ideologies, on what ideologi- 
cal course should we guide them? Again, that of Marxism and not the bourgeois 
or petty bourgeois ideology. We cannot let ourselves be rectified from our 
"leftist" deviation only to get bogged down in the rightist deviation again, 
or get ourselves liberated from the constraints of one erroneous ideology only 
to become constrained by another erroneous ideclogy again. This would result 
in wavering "left" and right, and this is what we should avoid. Therefore, 
criticizing leftist ideas and criticizing the trend of bourgeois liberaliza- 
tion are two sides of the single question of correctly promoting the ideologi- 
cal liberation movement; only after the "leftist" deviation toward ideological 
petrification is overcome can we persuasively criticize bourgeois liberaliza- 
tion and succeed in not making some people feel tense or even repelled when 
they hear about Literary and art criticism; and only after the trend of bour- 
geois liberalization is criticized can we accurately criticize the "leftist" 
deviation and succeed in not letting the existence of simplistic and crude 
criticism find any pretext. In a word, we cannot criticize one partiality 
with another partiality, or advance trom one extreme to another extreme; 
neither can help correctly liberate our ideology. Only by mastering the four 
basic principles can we correctly criticize the erroneous ideologies of the 
"left" or the right and thereby secure genuine ideological liberation. 
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then, how should we correctly launch our criticism of the trend of bourgeois 
liberalization? Bourgeois liberalization means taking a relaxed attitude to- 
ward a bourgeois trend; its core is an attempt to cast off party leadership 

and cast off the socialist course. We should not expand its scope and there- 
by attach the label of bourgeois liberalization at random to writers or their 
works. In the process of ideological liberation, some writers and artists have 
carried out some new exploration in literature and art. Some, because of in- 
sufficient experience in creation, and some, because of murky understanding of 
the new life and new problems, have developed this or that kind of defect; 

but we cannot indiscriminately criticize them as mistakes of bourgeois liberal- 
ization without analysis. This would benefit neither the development of the 
ideoiogicai Liberation movement nor the overcoming of the trend of bourgeois 
Liberalization. 


fhe creation of such a situation often has to do with the attitude of our 
study. When studying documents, some comrades like to stock up some safety 
quotients by raising the stake at each turn; when one says that fewer works of 
a certain kind should be published from now on or should have greater depth in 
the writing, these comrades simply refrain from publishing any, or staging any, 
or allowing any to be written at all. In uniting theory with practice in their 
study, some comrades often unite "practice" with what is needed by others, 
resulting in "to each according to his need"; thus it is not a case of criti- 
cizing whatever there is to be criticized, but of having whatever can be criti- 
cized. This is of course not a correct attitude of study at all, nor is it 
beneficial to prosperous creation. 


2. Concerning the criticism of the trend of bourgeois liberalization and the 
implementation of the principle of "letting a hundred flowers bloom, letting a 
hundred schools of thought contend." 


These 'doubie-hundred" principles are important principles by which the party 
guides science and culture; they are provided in the constitution, and we must 
abide by them. The history of the development of socialist literature and 
irt illustrates that whenever the "double-hundred" principles were correctly 
implemented, literary and art creation also prospered and developed; whenever 
the “"double-hundred" principles were abandoned or violated, literary and art 
creation also withered and became forlorn. During the past 5 years, our lite- 
‘ure and art have enjoyed unprecedented prosperity; an important experience 
in this regard was that the "double-hundred" principles were conscientiously 
implemented. 


But there is nothing in common between these "double-hundred" principles and 
bourgeois Liberalization. They possess a clear-cut class character, inclina- 
‘ion, and purposefulness. The proposition of these 'double-hundred" princi- 
oles first of all lies in acknowledging the contradictions that exist in 
‘hings, and that advanced matters develop and advance in the midst of contra- 
lictions and struggles. This is based onthe proletarian philosophical point 
i! view--the point of view of the unity of opposites. In order to have sub- 
jective perception correspond to objective truth on all questions in the 
ideological realm, there is often a tortuous, complicated process to go 
through; to solve this question of perception, we cannot resort to administra- 
‘ive orders or methods of proscription or suppression, but only to democratic 
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discussion and methods of analysis and comparison. Therefore, socialist 
literature and art cannot be raised in a hothouse, nor can we pull such sprouts 
and help them grow; they can only grow healthily in emulation and struggle with 
all kinds of Literature and art. Semantically, these "double-hundred" princi- 
ples do not seem to have a class character; but in an era like the present, 
when they are put forward as the party's principles, they cannot but have a 
class inclination. The reason we put forward these "double-hundred" princi- 
ples is not in order to libernrlistically and objectivistically exhibit and 
discuss various Literary and art works and theories, but to develop Marxist 
theories and bring prosperity to socialist literature and art through struggle. 
All styles, schools and views in literature and art can be freely reflected and 
expressed; but in this symphony there must be a thematic melody, and that is no 
other than the sound of Marxism. 


[n the developmental process of the movements, truth and falseness, fragrant 
flowers and poisonous weeds often coexist simultaneously; the party's leader- 
ship is intended to overcome erroneous things threugh literary and art criti- 
cism, develop correct things, and expand the battiefield of Marxism. Our im 
plementation ot the "double-hundred" principles cannot be without a purpose; 
hat purpose is to serve the people, to serve socialism. Apart from this pur- 
pose, the "double-hundred" principles may also be acceptable to those who advo- 
cate bourgeois liberalization; in that case they would lose their fundamental 
stand and become changed in character. Hence, the 'double-hundred" and the 
"dual serving" constitute an inseparable, comprehensive principle. 


Implementing the "double-minded" principles requires farsightedness and cour- 
age, because the genuine implementation of these "double-hundred" principles 

may not only gradually bring prosperity to socialist works of literature and 

art but also engender correspondingly more numerous unwholesome works or even 
works with serious mistakes. With regard to this kind of situation, we must 

be ideologically prepared, we must adopt a correct attitude. Relaxation, 
abandonment and renunciation of leadership would be erroneous; simplicity, 
crudeness and one sweep against everything would also ruin any new opportuni- 
ties for growth. The correct approach should consist in carefully protecting 
and nurturing the flower buds according to the laws of plant growth; in this 
regard, we cannot depart from tue diligent gardener--party leadership. But 
regarding the question of whether or not to strengthen and improve our party 
leadership, there exist fundamental differences. Those who advocate bourgeois 
liberalization think that party leadership hampers artistic democracy and free- 
dom of creation, so they do their best to cast off party leadership as a result. 
Those of the leftist bent, on the other hand, often confuse the party's "double- 
hundred" principles with bourgeois liberalization, and substitute simplified 
administrative orders and the approach of ignoring artistic laws for the party's 
correct leadership. They often think the practice of bourgeois liberalization 
is at hand as soon as they hear people mention artistic democracy and freedom 

ot creation, as if democracy and freedom were in contradiction to party leader- 
ship. We hold that the "double-hundred" principles are the firm principles 

with which the party guides our literary and art undertakings; in order to 
better develop the party's leadership role in relation to socialist literary 

and art undertakings, we must improve our leadership methods by insisting both 
on correct political principles and developing literature and art according to 
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the laws oi literature and art, so that our literary and art work can be en- 
livened. The poiicy must give scope to socialist democracy and bring pros- 
perity to socialist literature and art; only thus can we effectively overcome 
the tendency of bourgeois liberalization in the literary and art realm. 


3. Concerning the criticism of the trend of bourgeois liberalization and 
development of a vivid, flexible situation in literature and art. 


With respect to the manifestation of the trend of bourgeois liberalization on 
the literary and art front, whether a mistake in creation or in theory is in- 
volved, we should always adopt the method of criticism and self-criticism and 
an attitude of providing assistance and guidance, and not, as during the period 
of the “cultural revolution," practice "overall dictatorship." Some comrades 
have expressed this kind of concern: will excessive exercise of criticism 
atfect the vivid, flexible situation in literary and art circles that is 
usually hard to achieve? This so-called vivid, flexible situation usually 
means that people dare to express all kinds of different opinions and explore 
all kinds of styles in creation. You can criticize me, and I can also criti- 
cize you. One may carry out self-criticism, and one may also carry out counter- 
criticism. Such a vivid, flexible situation in literary and art circles takes 
shape precisely in the process of criticism and self-criticism. Bourgeois 
liberalization is entirely another matter from the vivid, flexible situation 
we expect; it is conducive only to individualism, liberalism, and anarchism, 
and it often results in a situation of ideological confusion. Some comrades 
have also expressed this kind of concern: will excessive criticism affect 
our stability and unity? As long as we require stability and unity, we must 
have a common ideological basis; without criticism and self-criticism, without 
a chance to distinguish right from wrong through discussion or struggle, a 
chance to explore truth and improve our understanding, it would be impossible 
tor us tohave a common language or to unite together. As Comrade Hu Qiaomu 
has pointed out, correct launching of an ideological struggle should not en- 
danger such a situation; not to launch such an ideological struggle, on the 
other hand, might well endanger it. Everybody knows that under ordinary con- 
ditions, running water is never stale, but still water is bound to become 
stale. Like normal running water, normal criticism and self-criticism or 
ideological struggle is precisely the state of health required by socialist 
social stability and unity, vividness and flexibility, ideological liberation, 
is well as cultural prosperity. Absence of criticism and self-criticism alone 
would reaily result in a pool of stale, still water in which we might find-- 
tead of socialist social stability and unity, vividness and flexibility-- 
possibly the "tiberation" and "prosperity" of various antisocialist germs. 


Why should no few comrades feel psychologically tense and wary as soon as 

they hear about criticism and self-criticism, especially about ideological 

si ruggle? because during the "cultural revolution" and the preceding period, 

during our criticism and self-criticism and ideological struggles, some of our 
oimrades indeed adopted arbitrary and tyrannical, simplistic and crude 

approaches and hurt not a few comrades as a result. These things are still 

(resh in people's memories and they still have a lingering fear; that is 
.lLogether understandable. Today, some comrades, perhaps accustomed to those 
implified methods of criticism of the past, still have the habit of lightly 
raising matters to the plane of principle and policy line and of suppressing 
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others with their preponderant influence; this also serves to affect the normal 
development of literary and art criticism. Therefore, from now on our literary 
and ari criticism must stress attitude, method, and cultural style and must 
proceed trom the desire tor unity, criticize with goodwill, display necessary 
facts and state attendant reasons, and also allow those criticized to explain 
tnings and offer countercriticism. There is also a question on the part of the 
comrades being subject to criticism about attitude and approach in respect to 
other people's criticism; as long as one "follows the good advice out of that 
offered," even if other people's criticism turns out to be correct by only a 
small percentage, one should still give it some consideration. Being able only 
to listen to compliments but not criticisms is a manifestation of a lack of 
courage and of weakness. Today, we must especially promote self-criticism. 

[If we think we “are always right" and others are often wrong, then we will have 
no room for making progress. Only when we regularly carry out normal criticism 
and seli-criticism, when everyone is used to this, and when everyone is happy 
to hear about his own faults can our literary and art circles become vivid and 
flexible, as well as stable and united. This trend requires all of us to come 
forward to establish, maintain and develop. 


In sum, [I think the criticism of the trend of bourgeois liberalization on the 
literary and art front and the implementation of the ideological Liberation 
movement and the "double-hundred" principles, the development of a vivid and 
flexible situation, and the launching of criticism and self-criticism not only 
do not contradict one another but are consistent; the former is not isolatod 
but a link in our whole literary and art policy. Basing itself on the needs 
of a given situation, our party Central Committee sometimes stresses a certain 
principle or policy, but this does not mean that it thereby abandons other 
principles and policies that have proved to be effective in our practice. In 
regard to ovurparty's literary and art principles and policies, we must cor- 
rectly understand their consistency and persistence. One passage in Comrade 
Hu Qiaomu's "speech" merits our attention; he says: "I can take the respon- 
sibility to state in behalf of the party Central Committee: Comrade Deng 
Xiaoping's 1979 congratulatory message to the fourth nationai congress of 
literary and art circles and the 1980 CCP Central Committee directive on 
conscientious implementation of the spirit of the fourth national congress of 
literary and art circles are still entirely effective. Since the 3d Plenary 
Session of the llth Party Central Committee, our party's principles have been 
consistent; the party's principles with respect to literature and art, cul- 
ture, academic studies, and intellectuals have also been consistent; there 

is no, will not be, nor will be allowed any wavering." Once we have this 
fundamental understanding, we will not be affected by any belief in respect 

to grapevine news or temporary change in the direction of the wind; instead, 
we should make great strides with full confidence and march courageously for- 
ward along the broad avenue of our socialist literature and art.

[Text] Zhongnan Hai--The Nerve Center of the State 


My friend, did you walk along the famous Changan Jie when you visited Beijing? 
Gceing westward from the Tian An Men rostrum along Changan Jie, you will see the 
Chinese national emblem on a glazed tile roofed gateway, flanked on both sides 
by an enclosing wall bearing red big-character slogans. The gate is guarded by 
two armed soldiers. This is Xinhua Men, the front gate to Zhongnan Hai, the 
focus of attention for the world's political leaders and newspaper reporters. 


The Xinhua Men is out of bounds to the masses and run-of-the-mill cadres. 

[If you want to get a glimpse of the scenery inside Zhongnan Hai, you have to 
go to "the back door"--the Beihai Bridge in the southern part of the Beihai 
j Park where you look southward to have a distant view of "the back yard" of 
Zhongnan Hai, dotted with waterside pavilions. 


This world-famous Zhongnan Hai was where Emperor Kangxi used to hold his 
court. It was also the presidential palace of Yuan Shikai and the field 
neadquarters of Chiang Kai-shek headed by Li Tsung-ren. Since 1949, it has 
been the seat of the Chinese Communist Party Central Committee and the State 
Council where Mao Zedong, Zhou Enlai and Zhu De used to work and live. Now 
cLher Chinese communist leaders still live there. The Zhongnan Hai has become 
famous not because of the number of official residences of the leaders but 
vecause it is tne nerve center of China, a capital within the capital. It is 
from here that the Chinese communists' leading organs issue their orders and 
instructions to all parts of the country, and this is the mysterious place 
wiere important information from all parts of the country finally converges. 





Over 600,000 People Working for These Leading Organs 
vunat are these leading central organs? 


(they consist of three kinds of organizations, namely, those organs under the 

direct control of the Chinese Communist Party Central Committee, those under 

the direct control of the State Council, and those under the direct control 
ihe Military Affairs Committee of the Chinese Communist Party Central Com- 


littee. 
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Thi.s does not imply that all or a majority of these leading central organs are 
located in Zhongnan Hai. We equate Zhongnan Hiai with the leading central or- 

gaps because the leaders or the core of the leadership of these leading organs 
work in Zhongnan Hai, the political nerve center of the country. 


These leading central organs are no doubt very big, but just how big are 
they? 


The magnitude of their size could be represented by the number of people work- 
ing for them. 


The tigures given here are not from any handbook or yearbook. I have learned 
through an in-depth study that the total number of people working for them is 
roughly 650,000. 


That is a lot of people, more than the population of a small city which aver- 
ages usually 300,000 to 500,000 people. 


Periaps you want to know whether this total of 650,000 includes the troops sta- 
tioned in Beijing. 


Yes, it does. I have asked my well-informed friends about the "strength of the 
troops in Beijing." They have told me: "The troops under Pan Yan, the Beijing 
Garrison Commander, are about the same in strength as that of the '8341 Detach- 
ment' under Wang Dongxing." That is to say, more than 100,000. 


[Ihe Problem of Vacationing at Beidaihe 


In addition to more than 100,000 officers and men, there are at least 500,000 

civilian personnel, including about 2,000 party and government leaders (minis- 
ters and vice ministers). This gigantic force of civilian personnel is larger 
than the total number of government officials of some countries. 


Everybody knows that the Chinese Government organs at all levels, including 
the leading central organs, are bureaucratic, overstaffed and oversized. For 
instance vou will be surprised by the number of personnel from these organs 
who vacationed at Beidaihe last summer. Some organs let 40 percent of their 
staff go to Beidaihe for vacation. This shows how overstaffed they are. 
There used to be an “unwritten Law" which Limited the grants of vacation at 
Beidaihe to three categories of personnel: those who are old or sick, those 
who are advanced or model workers, and those who are overworked. Now, this 
"unwritten Law" has become "written off." Some agencies even allow youthful 
able-bodied personnel to go to Beidaihe for vacation. In a word, vacationing 


has become such a fad that it is practically a "mania." 


All Night Poker Games and Television Gaff 


fle vacation "mania" did not pop up like a flash; it is rooted in lax disci- 
pline and passivity. Lack of discipline and disorientation are evident in 
the central organs. For instance, some cadres simply do not keep office 
hours. Some play poker all night as if they were doing their night shift. 





they stay homie the following morning to catch up on lost sleep. The Central 
television Station run by the Central Committee Propaganda Department once 
made a fool of itself. On 1 September 1981 when the TV station showed Wang 
4nuen’ s visit to an electronics exhibition, it still called him vice premier 
aitnough Wang Zhen had relinquished that post more than a year before. 
Neither the script writer, nor the proofreader, nor the broadcaster had noticed 
the error. Although a minor mistake, it shook the Chinese Communist Party 
leadership, who took it as a mark of negligence of work professionally and 
cadifference to politics ideologically. I heard that when Hu Yaobang saw the 
(V show, he said angrily: "This isn't just an accidental technical error!" 
Later, te singled the IV station out for criticism at a central organ meeting. 


those Who Have No Respect for Deng and Hu 


fhe Chinese communists used to brand the voice of discontent both within and 
outside the party as "funny remarks." In the past, especially during the "Cul- 
tural Revolution," people did not dare make their complaints known. Since 
those in power have become more enlightened the past few years, people are no 
longer arraid to gossip, or even criticize openly those inside Zhongnan Hai. 
Some people might believe that there are no "funny remarks" going around inside 
the central organs of the CCP Central Committee and the State Council. In 
reality, there are "funny remarks," and a lot of them. During the Yenan period, 
the most shocking "funny remark" in the army was: '"Zhang Guotao is better 
educated than Mao Zedong." The most outrageous "funny remark" made by the 
civilian population at that time was: "Why didn't the thunderbolt kill Mao 
Zedong?" Those "funny remarks" were shocking tothe leadership of the Chinese 
Communist Party Central Committee, although they were the views of a small 
minority. (At that time, Mao Zedong resolved the contradictions very skill- 
fully without placing anyone under arrest.) 


Today, although tne Chinese communists’ leading organs have not heard remarks 
is "biting" as tnat, disrespectful remarks about Deng Xiaoping and Hu Yaobang 

could still be heard. For instance, people sometimes use a certain hand ges- 

ture to represent Deng Xiaoping and they have given Hu Yaobang unpleasant 
icknames. Insignificant as they are, these reflect the problem of people in 

ihe Leading organs who do not see eye to eye with the policymakers of the 
tinese Communist Party Central Committee. But who are these people? 


eng and liu claim that many voung people are affected with "bourgeois liberal- 
ism,'' the worst manifestation of which, according to Deng and Hu, is their 
refusal to accept the leadership of the party. Today, there are indeed many 
young peuple who are ideologically opposed to the "leadership of the party." 
it they are unwilling to take orders even from Deng and Hu, how could they be 
pected to take orders from any ctler party commissar? When they were asked 
ittend the study sessions organized under the 6th Plenum, 11th CCP Central 
ommd t Ler they never studied the assigned documents, nor did they listen to 
ris. What they talked about at the meetings were irrelevant matters of 
iil descriptions, especially the bureaucratic privileges of the high level 
idres. those who had earned the rating of advanced workers by "good perforn- 
ince’ were the targets of their ridicule. These phenomena exist in all local 
inits as well as the leading central organs. A recent newspaper report on the 








admission of Yao Xueyin, author of "Li Zicheng," to the party has become a sub- 
ject of endless comments in some leading centralorgans. This is what I have 
overheard:

"I would be surprised if Yao Xueyin were not admitted to the party."

"Everybody knows he is a writer who trumpets very forcefully the ‘four

iverybody knows he is good also at.... 


One day the party commissar ‘or the CCP Central Committee departments reported 
to Hu Yaobang that many young people working in the departments had such 
"eagerness to learn" that they even studied at night. Hu was very happy. 

When he asked about their interest in office work, the answer was that very 
few worked overtime at night. Hu was disappointed because he was expecting 
the young people to do the party's bidding without asking questions and work 
overtime when the leadership asked them to speed up as the young people did 

in the 1950's. Today, such enthusiasm is nowhere to be found except in one's 


memorv. No wonder Hu felt all sorts of feelings welling up in his mind. 


As a matter of fact, the young and middle-aged cadres are affected not so much 
by "liberalism" as by "what they see." The self-seeking lifestyle of the party 
cadres, especially the party Central Committee leaders, has caused them to re- 
flect that the Chinese Communist Party is no longer a party working for the 
interests of the people and that they could no longer "sing a folksong in 
praise of the party." 


So we could say that the problem confronting the leading central organs and 

the problem of the lifestyle of all the party members and cadres rest with 

the unhealthy practices of those senior cadres, including the leading cadres of 
the Central Committee. 


rhe Cause of Ruination Began in Mao Zedong's Days 


There is a saying that it takes more than one cold day to freeze a river. So 
the unhealthy practices of those at the top had begun long ago. A responsible 
person of the Xingjiang Cultural Workers Union said that there isn't a blame- 
less soul in the Zhongnan Hai except Premier Zhou. There is at least a grain 
of truth in it, although he had gone a bit too far. Lin Biao and Jiang Qing 
were no doubt scandalous. The supreme leader of the party, Mao Zedong, was 
not entirely flawless. True, a revolutionary leader or statesman ought to be 
judged by his political ideology, his style and method of work rather thanhis 
personal life. But this does not suffice if we analyze the problem of 
strength of a revolutionary leader or statesman. That is to say, we have to 
consider the impact ot his personal life on the masses. Even if he speaks and 
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works for the revolution, still the masses will not regard him as a good 
revolutionary leader if he is indiscreet in his personal life. Thus, a revolu- 
tionary should not disregard the law and ethics while performing his work. 

He should not do so in private life either. Let me illustrate this with a top 
secret of the CCP Central Committee. Years ago when Mao Zedong visited 
Nanning, he swam across the Yong River where he became infatuated with a 
shapely woman swimming champion. She later visited the Zhongnan Hai and sub- 
sequently earned a bureauchief position in Nanning. The episode did not last 
very long, but those who had knowledge of the affair lived on in Nanning and 
their gossip undermined the prestige of Mao Zedong. The incident underscores 
the serious consequences of “impropriety" in the personal life of a person in 
power, especially the leader of the party andthe state. This does not neces- 
sarily apply to the personal life of a private individual. However, it should 
be noted that the rapid decline of Mao Zedong's prestige was not due so much 
to his personal lifestvle as to his ideological political line, including the 
inroad of idealism, leftist Line, imperial aspirations and autocratic prac- 
tices which began to engulf him beginning in the 1950's. The unworthiness of 
the top level cadres in the Zhongnan Hai did not surface before the "Cultural 
Revolution," because the prestige of the Chinese Communist Party was still in- 
tact and all unpleasant things were swept under the rug. The situation is 
different now. How is it today? 


Senior Cadres Haunted by Serious Problems 

The -hinking and Lifestyle of some high level! cadres of the CCP Central Com- 
mittee are indeed questionable. Moreover, the Chinese Communist Party no 
longer enjoys the prestige it had in the early 1950's because the people 
nave learned not to trust it blindly. 

What Are the Problems Which Plague Some Senior Cadres Today? 


A Big Shot Protects His Son's Smuggling Trade 


fhe most serious problems they face are ideological disorientation and the 
craving for special privileges. 


\ popular doggerel in Beijing goes like this: 


They attend meetings all day, 

Just to feel spirited and strong, 

fo get bags of documents to take Home, 
Where enthusiasm never lasts long. 


his describes the mental state of the cadres in general. That is to say, 
their enthusiasm fizzles away in a matter of minutes. As for the senior 
‘dress. their enthusiasm for work would not last even for 5 minutes. Their 


only enthusiasm rests with power, personal gains and the wellbeing of their 
i(i!dren. Many senior cadres are reluctant to retire because retirement leads 

to loss of the special privileges which they themselves, their families and 

children enjoy. Some senior cadres would not hesitate to defend the evil 

iecds of their children on top of the evil deeds they themselves had 





perpetrated. I have a good example to illustrate how far a senior cadre went 
to defend his son's outrageous deeds. The son of a big shot was arrested for 
smuggling gold, but nobody dared to punish him. A smart guy suggested that 

the authorities concerned should contact the big shot for a solution. But when 
this old gentleman heard about the incident, he was very angry and asked the 
authorities concerned: "Are you turning against me?" Finally, they had to 
drop the charges. What kind of workstyle is this? 


It is a workstyle based on special privileges and lawlessness. These revolu- 
tionaries have become political simpletons, or even extreme individualists. 


Face-saving on the Baoshan Steel Mill Blunder 


Another problem is their refusal to admit mistakes and to reform. The high 
level personages of the CCP Central Committee, as a rule, are required to par- 
ticipate in regular party activities and carry out criticism and self-criticism. 
But the regular party activities are so poorly organized that criticism and 
self-criticism have lost their effectiveness. Some senior cadres actually 
preter face-saving to truth. The construction of the Baoshan Steel Complex 
was a terrible waste of financial and material resources, a baa "example" of 
ua Guofeng's “foreign leap forward." The project was first approved by a 
igh level official and then accepted by Hua Guofeng. Later, when the errone- 
ous approval of the complex came up for discussion, they simply glossed over 
the whole thing without touching the specifics of the problem. This is a good 
example of undue emphasis on face-saving. 


Hua Guofeng: "Don't make a habit of it." 


Furthermore, the bureaucrats protect each other to foster networks of factional 
relations. 


fhe one is as wicked as the other; none is better than the other. Like birds of 
a feather, they flock together for mutual protection and factional alliances, 
which in turn proliferate the wicked practices and factional affiliations. 
fake the case of a big official for example. Last year when he left Beijing 
nn an otticial mission, he spent a huge sum of money for personal enjoyment. 
When he ran into the opposition of an auditor who refused to accept his ex- 
pense account, the case was submitted to Hua Guofeng for action. Hua accepted 
his account with a warning: "Don't make a habit of it." Why did Hua do it? 
Apparently, he did not want to hurt the feelings of this man. In reality, Hua 
was trying to win over this "old playboy." Today, Hua Guofeng's admonition: 
"Don't make a habit of it" has become as widely known as Hong Kong soda water 
commercials. When people gang up, a whistle blower has to face the hostility 


of the victim and his gang. 


The Origin of the Story of "Nine Wives' 


As | have said, the higher one's position is, the more discreet he must be i 
his personal lite. This is especially true of the top rank leaders. They 
must be sure to toe the Line all the time. There is a big shot whose personal 
lite resembles that of Mao Zedong. He has been divorced and married nearly 











iO times. There is nothing wrong with that. But he still Lives with several 
of vis divorced wives. For instance, once when he left Beijing to recuperate 
in a villa somewhere else, one of his divorced wives was there to wait on him. 
Pretty soon people started talking. They alleged he had eight wives and one 
financee, no matter whether he had divorced them or not. These rumors 
naturally hurt his credibility. A prominent public figure, therefore, must be 
more careful than an ordinary citizen about his personal lifestyle. If he were 
involved in other problems on top of his personal lifestyle, the impact would 
be even more serious. 


they Are Delighted To Hear “Down With Deng Xiaoping" 


Another development much more threatening to the Chinese Communist Party is the 
opposition to the line, program and policy of Deng, Hu and Zhao. Judging by 
the cynical remarks going around in the CCP Central Committee organs, there 

are people (not only senior cadres) who do not approve of what Deng and Hu have 
been trying to do. Some who are anxious to undermine their authority would 
gladiy alert their friends of the appearance of “Down With Deng Xiaoping" 
posters in Tianjin and Shanghai. 


Go After the Top Dogs To Rectify Party Discipline 


fhe major stumbling block to the rectification of the workstyles of the party 
is the unworthy workstyle of the leading cadres of CCP Central Committee de- 
partuents. If you criticize the cadres at the lower levels, those self-seeking 
individualist cadres would argue plausibly: "So and so's problem is much more 
serious than mine; why don't you criticize him?" 


"Are you only after the small fries but not the top dogs?" 
"Why don't you ask the top level leaders to set good examples?" 


fhe Beijing RLBAO of 12 December 1981 carried an article attacking the "lower 
level" cadres who defend their unworthy lifestyle under the special privileges 

the lifestyle of the "upper level." The author says: "Whenever the subject 
of unworthy Lifestyle is mentioned, some comrades would say it is unwise to go 
aiier the lower levels as long as the problems with the upper levels are not 
resolved....lhey take advantage of the inadequacies or pending problems of this 
or that leading cadre to block any action against the lower levels, alleging 
that to clamp down on the lower levels is “going after the small fries instead 
of the top dogs" and "making the lower levels the villain."

fhe Game Plan of Deng Xiaoping and Hu Yaobang 


Deng Xiaoping and Hu Yaobang are becoming increasingly concerned about the 
‘oriousness of the crisis of party discipline. Speaking in February 1980 at 
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lhe th Plenum, ILth CCP Central Committee, Deng Xiaoping said: "Today, our

party taces a serious rectification problem. We have been working at it 
since 1975, but it still exists. Since part of our 38 million party members 
are not weli qualified, the party as a whole should launch a reeducation 
drive after the conclusion of the plenum to discuss revisions of the party 


constitution and the enforcement of the rules of regular party activities. 
Unqualified party members must be criticized and asked to reform." In Decem 
ber 1980, Deng Xiaoping told a CCP Central Committee work conference: "The 
unhealthy workstyle of a small minority of party members is holding back our 
etfort to reestablish the credibility of the party among the masses. I 

agree with Comrade Chen Yun that the problem of party discipline is a life-and- 
Jeath problem to a party in power. We must strictly enforce the ‘Rules Govern- 
ing the Political Life Within the Party’ and work relentlessly to rectify the 
unheaithy workstyles, especially feigned compliance and double dealing with the 
line, program and policy of the party Central Committee." Deng Xiaoping's 
claim that only a small minority of party members and cadres are affected with 
unhealthy workstyles is probably an understatement. Even if he had underesti- 
mated the number of party and cadres affected with unhealthy workstyles, his 
assessment of the attendant dangers is justified. "Comrade Deng Xiaoping on 
the Problem of the Party's Worcstyle" was published in November 1981 by Hong 

Qi and other CCP publications. This could be regarded as a signal of the re- 
solve of both Deng and Hu to rectify the workstyles of the party, a prelude 

to the i982 drive to rectify the party's workstyles. 


Hu Yaobang's Confidential Talk 


In September 1981, before the publication of what the foreign correspondents 
called "Deng Xiaoping's Quotations,” the Chinese Communist Party Central Conm- 
mittee served notice on all central party, government and military organs to 


set good examples for the whole country. 


hat was a “combat slogan" proposed by Hu Yaobang at an informal meeting of 

the responsible heads of the CCP Central Committee and government organs where 
Lie vered avery important confidential speech which has not yet been re- 
leased to the CCP news agencies for publication. According to my well-informed 
frionds, lu spoke quite candidly on the unhealthy workstyle of the party:

iu Yaobang'’s statement underscores the concern of Deng and Hu about the problem 
t rectifying the workstyle of the party. He criticized the organs of the CCP 
Central Committee and the State Council for failing to do well in improving 
their workstyle, and proposed to launch criticism and self-criticism to 
correct ideological errors and unworthy workstyle. Knowing the difficulties 
iuvolved, Hu Yaobang and Deng Xiaoping have worked out a program to tackle 
“minor matters" as a headstart. That is to say, they hope to get everything 
moving by achieving a breakthrough in minor matters. 
What are the minor matters to tackle tirst? 


they Spotted a Point ot Penetration 


The scenic setting of Zhongnan Hai is beautiful, but its sanitary conditions 
are deplorable. The dirty windows and furniture, unraked leaves, debris and 
garbage both inside and outside the office buildings are both eyesores and 
health hazards. Having spotted these, Hu Yaobang decided to mobilize all the 
cadres to launch a "clean up" campaign, the first step toward a breakthrough. 
The reactions to the project and slogans proposed by Deng and Hu were mixed. 
Generally speaking, they have made some improvement. For instance, the leading 
cadres of the organs of CCP Central Committee have been doing weekend physical 
labor for 2 months since last September. Each week over 10,000 cadres have 
been taking part in cleaning work, a contribution to a cleaner environment and 
to morale. When the personnel of the party history research office of the 

Sich ian provincial party committee visited Beijing, they were so impressed 

by the friendliness, sincerity and efficiency of the CCP Organization Depart- 
ment, headed by Song Renqiong, that they wrote to the party committee for the 
organs of the CCP Central Committee, commending their exemplary workstyle. 

Some ministers and minister-rank personnel of the State Council have also per- 
formed well. 


A Warning to Some Senior Cadres 


But some cadres still refuse to budge, and there are brand new "funny remarks"

Organization Department and RENMIN RIBAO jointly invited a group of senior 
cadres who were delegates to the Seventh Party Congress to the west wing of 
Zhongnan Hai to study Chen Yun's address. Abhoring the unworthy workstyle 
of some senior cadres, they criticized them sincerely and harshly. 


On 4-6 January 1982 the CCP Central Committee's Commission for Inspecting 
Discipline convened another informal meeting which was attended by the respon- 
Sible heads of the Commission for Inspecting Discipline, and those of the de- 
partmental commissions for inspecting discipline in the Central Committee and 
the State Council. The major topic of discussion was how to achieve far- 
reaching improvement in workstyle during the current year. The consensus of 
the forum was that the high level leading cadres must set good examples, and 
the discipline inspectors at all levels must struggle mercilessly against all 
unworthy workstyles. 


To Wage Another "Huai Hai Campaign" 


[ have learned that all these measures had been mapped out and tailored to meet 
the wishes ot Deng and Hu and the plans of the CCP Central Committee Secretariat. 
During the current year Deng and Hu want to achieve "a decisive improvement" in 
the party's workstyle. The way to achieve "a decisive improvement" is to make 
Lue senior cadres, the high level cadres, especially the leading cadres of the 
CCP Central Committee departments, set good examples. "A decisive improvement" 
implies a given degree of substantial improvement of the workstyle of the 

senior cadres. The achievement of this target is as vital to the party as the 
victory of the Huai Hai campaign was to the liberation war. 


The Strategy of Assault Worked Out by Deng and Hu 

How could the target be achieved? 

fhe course charted by Deng and Hu includes intensified political study, inten- 
sified ideological work, intensified criticism and self-criticism, plus the 


following three things to be done by the CCP Central Committee departments: 


|. No more leniency toward those who oppose the line, program and policy of 
Deng and Hu; 


2, Severe punishment for those who breach the party discipline and the law of 


the states; and 


3. Streamlining the organs of the CCP Central Committee, eliminating over- 
staffing and redefining their positions and responsibilities. 


The Difficulties of Improving the Party's Workstyle 


it is very difficult to achieve all these objectives. According to Gan Weihan, 
deputy director, PLA General Political Department, and concurrently secretary 
of the Commission for Inspecting Discipline, the Military Affairs Committee, 
"some corrupt cadres sit on the backs of the people like overlords." He went 
on to say: “Lao Song (Ed. Song Rengiong) is having a terrible time running 





lis Organizetion Department. The affairs of the party are much more compli- 
cated now than they were when Weihan (Ed. Li Weihan) headed the department. 
fhe workstyles of both the party and the army were so much better then than 
they are now.... Criticism and self-criticism, one of three vehicles of

If you called their attention to the mistakes they made, you would run 
into not only their displeasure but also that of their subordinates.... The 
most serious problem is the reluctance of the senior cadres to excel. Some 
senior cadres were the victims of struggle during the "Cultural Revolution."

song Yiping, deputy secretary of the State Council, and concurrently secretary, 
provisional party committee for state organs, said that the workstyle of the 
CCP Central Committee organs has improved since Hu Yaobang called on them to 
set good examples. "But the crucial problem is that 'criit ism is difficult 
and self-criticism is even more difficult.'" 


Many of those who attended the discussion session convened by the Commission 
for Inspecting Discipline of the CCP Central Committee were concerned about 
“the ditficulty to enforce party discipline and run regular criticism and 
self-criticism sessions." Huang Kecheng, head of the CCP Commission for In- 
Specting Discipline, wants the discipline inspection cadres to achieve not 
only "tive no-fears'" but also the courage to disregard facesaving, to overlook 
hostile gossips, and to brave the loss of votes and pay. It is clear there 
are unworthy powerful people in the leading central organs who resist recti- 
fication ot the party's workstyle.

will it not be even more difficult to rectify the workstyle of the organs at 
ne Various lower levels? 


| nave discussed the problem of improving the workstyle of the Chinese Commun- 
Party with some concerned personalities of Beijing, most of whom are 
‘pessimists."' They believe "the problems at the top level are too complicated 
»° resolved. Even if they were resolved, the problems at the lower levels 
‘re still hard to resolve, maybe even more difficult than those at the top. 
They are too far away from the center of authority.'" As far as I can see, 
‘Ithough the task of improving the workstyle of the Chinese Communist Party 
hooks practically impossible, it still can be done. The key lies with the 
level, especially the resolve of Deng and Hu to set good examples. Today, 
cadres in the central organs are watching the "old diehards" as they 
to Deng and Hu to come forward as "the foremost examples.'' This is the 
rux of the whole matter. 











lhe Critics of Deng and du 


Today, people do not agree completely with Deng and Hu. The most pronounced 
criticism is that they are not "moderate" enough and should not have person- 
lly led the unwarranted campaign against "Kulian." There are others who be- 
moan the lack of democracy within the party and the rule of only one point of 
view. Song Yiping said frankiy: "This is what often happens when the party 
faces a comparatively complicated problem. There are usually two diametric- 
ally opposedviews, each based on entirely different facts. In reality, the 
party leading organ and leading cadres should avoid partiality and snappy de- 
cisions. The correct approach is to refer thematter to a party meeting in 
order after all to get relevant facts and reach a realistic decision in 
accordance with democratic centralism. That is the only way to encourage 
fairness and solidarity." Although the criticism is not necessarily aimed at 
Deng and Hu, we could regard it as a suggestion for Deng and Hu to consider. 
there are rumors in Beijing that both Deng and Hu have been partial to the 
views of one diehard high level cadre. Personally I hope this is not true. 


Hu Yaobang's New Image as Chairman of the Party 


It seems Hu Yaobang really intends to be "the example of examples." Unlike 
Hua Guoteng who tried to copy Mao Zedong, even as to style, Hu Yaobang wants 
to do everything differently and build a new image of the chairman of the 
party. For instance, after becoming the chairman of the party, he still 
lives in his old house and refuses to move to Zhongnan Hai. When he was in 
Tangshan, he visited with the staff and workers of a construction company. 
Posing for picture-taking with its advanced workers, he broke the CCP pre- 
cedent by "standing at the end" instead of in the middle of the front row. 


During the fourth session of the Fifth People's Congress, he sat among the 
delegates and chatted freely with them, demonstrating his willingness to be 
close to the masses. At first, some of the delegates did not realize that the 
man who talked with them was the chairman of the party. He has announced that 
he would not write inscriptions, prefaces or sign autographs for anyone. 


li a word, Hu Yaobang wants to set a good example. He does not exercise any 
bureaucratic prerogatives, nor does he encourage a personality cult, nor act 
as ‘the savior" like Mao Zedong. This should impress the general public

Let Us Wait and See...the Attitude of the People of Beijing 


[ believe the workstyle of the Chinese Communist Party would improve if its 
cadres trom the top down to the basic levels could really set good examples. 
But it is not that simple to completely rectify the party's workstyle. In 
addition to what I have already said, I should like to point out that the CCP 
Central Committee had been working in the past 30 years to improve its work- 
stvle and oppose bureaucratism. But what have they accomplished? The fact 
that the speech "Go After Truth Instead of Facesaving" which Chen Yun deli- 
vered 30 years ago is still applicable attests that the workstyle of the 
Chinese Communist Party has remained unchanged for 30 years. In spite of the 








ups and downs, it has not changed at all. The policymakers should consider 
seriously whether the system needs a revolutionary change, whether the people 
should enjoy the right to supervise the party members and the cadres and to 
impeach those who are unfit to serve the people. Piecemeal measures treat 
only the symptoms but not the disease itself. Of course a few reform mea- 
sures are "petter than nothing." But one revolutionary action is much more 
effective than a dozen reform measures. Now is the time for Deng and Hu to 
act tirmly for genuine democracy. 


foday, the general public of Beijing is watching to see what happens to the 
struggle of the Chinese Communist Party to rectify its workstyle. Having been 
fed all these years with falsehoods, idle talk and bragging by the CCP propa- 
ganda and in view of the obstacles confronting the drive to rectify the party's 
workstyle, the people do not seem excited. That is understandable. I only 
hope what they are waiting for will turn out to be a miracle. 
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
